The  fragrant  Balfam  of  Honey  may  be  feparated  from 
the  groffer  parts  ;  and  it  is  a  moft  perfedl  diffoivei^  for  all 
balfams.  The  Greeks  knew  this ;  and  this  medicine  has 
been  a  lafting  proof  of  its  utility. 

A  tea-fpoonful  is  a  dofe  *,  to  be  taken  morning  and  even« 
ing,  in  a  wine  glafs  of  water.  It  converts  the  water  into 
a  pleafant  balfamic  liquor,  perfedlly  like  afibs  milk,  in  co¬ 
lour,  tafle,  and  virtues. 

It  is  as  rcilorative  as  the  affes  milk  *,  and  has  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  this  healing  balfam.  It  may  be  taken  at  all  times. 
It  takes  off  the  fever,  recruits  the  Ilrength,  raifes  and  re- 
freflies  the  fpirits,  clears  all  obftrudlions  of  the  breafl:  and 
lungs ;  and  cures  a  common  cold  in  a  few  hours. 

If  it  be  in  the  power  of  medicine  to  ilop  the  ravage  of 
that  cruel  .difeafe  the  Confumiption,  which  cuts  off  fuch 
numbers  of  our  youth,  this  Balfam  will  effeifl:  it.  The  au¬ 
thor  can  recommend  it  on  long  experience,  and,  if  it 
might  not  appear  yain  and  interefted,  could  add  great 
proofs  of  its  virtue. 

No  particular  rules  of  life  are  needed  :  only,  weak  per-

It  is  a  pleafant 
cordial,  and  enlivening  medicine  ;  good  againft  all  nervous 
diforders ;  fits,  head-achs,  weaknefs,  heavinefs, 'and  low- 
nefs  of  fpirits,  dimnefs  of  the  fight,  vapours  and  melancholy; 
all  kinds  of  convulfions,  and  hyfieric  complaints ;  epilepfies, 
and  paralytic  diforders  in  all  their  ftages  :  as  alfo  againft 
ficknefs  of  ftomach,  and  flatulencies ;  obftruflions,  and 
the  convulfive  Afthma. 

The  dofe  is  one  table-fpoonful  in  a  large  glafs  of  water; 
once,  twice,  or  three  times  a  day.  An  hour  before  dinner, 
at  feven  in  the  evening,  and  at  mght  going  to  bed,  are  the 
beft  times  of  taking  it ;  ufing  cxercife,  and  avoiding 
f  uppers.

The  dofe  is 
forty,  fifty,  or  fixty  drops,  in  half  a  gill  of  water. 


twice 
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twice  a  day.  It  cures  the  mod  fettled  Head-achs,  by  a 
continued  ufe  ;  and  takes  off  the  pain,  in  thofe  lefs  fixed, 
in  a  few  hours  *,  it  will  alfo  be  found  highly  ufeful  againfl 
Epilcpfies,  and  for  all  who  have  lax  Nerves. 

Thofe  who  perceive  Trembling,  Heavinefs,  and  Slow- 
nefs  of  Speech,  with  Coldnefs  of  the  Limbs  at  fomc  times,  ' 
and  Tinglings  of  the  Flefli  at  others,  with  Defedl  of 
Memory,  accompanying  an  habitual  Head-ach,  with 
Shiverings,  Faintings,  and  Convulfions,  efpecially  if  ad¬ 
vanced  toward  the  decline  of  life,  fhould  guard  againfl  a 
Palfy. 

Such  as  are  fubjecd  .tO"  Head-achs,  accompanied  with 
drowhnefs,  inadlivity,  Oothfulnefs,  and  flupidity  of  mind, 
vertigoes,  giddinefs,  and  daggering,  imquietnefsv  and  op- 
preffions  in  deep,  and  anxious  morning  wakings,  with 
watery  eyes,  and  noifes  in  the  ears  ;  have  caufe  to  fear  Apo- 
pleclic  fymptoms :  or,  if  they  have  had  one  fir,  it  is  too 
likely,  in  fuch  cafes,  to  return Blindnefs  or  Deafnefs  alfo 
fometimes  follow  thofe  kinds  of  Flead-achs. 

In  both  thefe  fituations,  the  Spirit  of  Feverfew  will  be  of 
the  greated  fervice.  It  is  a  medicine  of  power:  the  dofe 
fhould  not  be  encreafed;  but  it  may  be  repeated  to  three 
or  even  four  times  in  the  twenty-four  hours,  if  there  be 
urgent  occafion. 

Bleeding  is  always  needful  where  there  is  fulnefs ;  and 
it  will  be  proper  to  purge  once  a  week,  wdth  any  of  the 
purging  waters :  and  the  perfon  fhould  ufe  exercife,  drink 
iefs  winej  and  "avoid  high  foods,  paflions,  or  great  dudy.  ’ 


For  the  Wandering  Gout. 

GARLINE  tincture  j  excellent  for  a  Wander¬ 
ing  Gout  *,  and  for  Strengthening  the  Stomach  ; 
and  Opening  'Obstructions.  A  tea-fpoonfuLin  a  wine 
eiafs  of  water  is  a  dofe  *,  it  is  bed  taken  with  the  break- 
fad ;  and  with  the  afternoon’s  tea :  tis  not  at  all  un- 
pleafant  j  and  it  prevents  the  ill  effefls  of  tea  f  at  the  fame 
time  that  it  exerts  its  own  great  qualities. 

Ufed  thus  in  the  morning,  it  takes  off  any  offenfive  fcent 
in  thei  breath  for  the  day ;  and  by  wadiing  the  mouth 
with  it,  with  v/arm  water,  fadens  the  teeth,  and  cures  the 
Scurvy  in  the  gums :  the  old  Greeks,  (fathers,  and  in¬ 
ventors  of  all  ufeful  knowledge)  obtained  a  gum  from  it 
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for  thefe  purpofes,  which  they  called,  the  Sweet  ’l^ear  of  the 
Thiftle ;  and  the  Italians,  at  this  time,  pradlife  the  fame  me¬ 
thod  ;  and  call  the  gum  Cera  di  Cardo. 

The  whole  root  gives  its  flrength  to  this  tin6tnre  ;  and 
the  efFedls  will  lliew  it.  But  thofe  are  its  leifer  virtues :  it 
is  ftomacliic  and  aromatic,  good  againfh  wind  ;  it  deftroys 
worms  in  children :  in  the  Flying  Gout,  no  medicine  equals 
it  in  fafety,  or  fuccefs ;  and  tho’  no  aftringent,  it  cures 
Dyfenteries. 

Its  good  effedls  in  this  particular  indance  are  fo  great, 
that  they  have  been  counted  on  as  miracles :  and  the  pious, 
of  a  different  perfuafion  from  our  own,  have  believed  the 
report,  that  they  were  firft  difcovered  by  an  angel. 

But  howfoever  that  may  have  been  and  whether  it 
doth,  or  doth  not  pleafe  the  Almighty  to  inform  men  of 
his  benefits,  otherwife  than  by  the  due  ufe  of  their  reafon  ; 
thus  much  is  certain,  that  no  one  will  fuffer  by  that  fove- 
reign  terror,  the  Unfixed  Gout  \  who  will  take  this  re¬ 
medy.

days ;  and  health  and  ftrength  increafe,  as  the  medicine  is 
continued.

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The  dofe  is  fifty  drops,  in  a  wine  glafs  of  water  ;  to  be 
taken  three  times  in  the  twenty-four  hours:  lad  at  night, 
with  breakfaft:  in  the  morning,  and  half  an  hour  before 
dinner. 

In  bad  cafes,  the  perfon  fiiould  begin  with  a  very  gentle 
vomit  3  and,  if  it  may  be  conveniently,  he  fiiould  change 
the  air,  and  drink  cows,  or  affes,  or  goats  milk. 

He  fhonld  avoid  high  fauces  •,  reduce,  by  degrees,  the 
quantity  of  drongor  fermented  liquors  he  is  ufed  to  drink; 
eat  very  little  fupper,  go  early  to  bed,  rife  betimes,  and  ufe 
exercife,  but  not  to  fatigue  ;  and  never  omit  one  dofe  of 
ihe  medicine  during  the  courfe  of  it.

Tincture  of  sage,  for  thofe  who  begin  to  feci 
the  effedl  of  years :  for  the  cure  of  tremblings,  dif¬ 
ficulty  of  hearing,  dimnefs  of  fight,  giddinefs,  numbnefs, 
fieepinefs,  lownefs  of  fpirits  ;  and  thofe  other  com¬ 
plaints  which  ufually  attend  an  advanced  life.  It  is  plea- 
fant,  innocent,  and  effedlurd.  It  continues  health  and 
fpirits  to  the  extreme  of  life  ;  and  prevents  thofe  ills, 
v/hich  too  often  would  cut  it  off  before  its  time ;  preferves 
the  faculties  and  memory  *,  Vv^arms  the  heart,  ftrengthens 
the  llomach,  and  reflores  loft  appetite.  Thefe  are  Virtues 
of  Sage,  eftablifhed  on  the  flrength  of  all  antiquity,  and 
now  on  prefent  proof.

and  a  change  of  air  is  always  ufeful.

)ED  SPEEDWELL  DROPS,  for  Heats  and  Rednefs 
in  the  Face.  They  are  prepared  from  the  herb  Red 
Speedwell,  with  which  Sir  Theodore  Mayerne  cured  Lord 
Maxwell;  afiifted  and  improved  in  virtue  by  whatever  is 
moft  to  be  depended  upon  for  the  removing  this  trouble- 
fome  complaint.

The  air  of  the  room  fliould  be  often  refreflied  •,  and  the^ 
perfon  kept  warm  •,  but  not  covered  too  hot,  or  fhut  up" 
too  clofe  in  the  bed  ^  the  purpofe  being  to  keep  up  a  gentle 
perfpiration,  not  a  violent  fweat.  '

fliort  time,  with  perfedb  fafery,  by  thefe  Powders,  and  wiil^j
